The Board of Education Should Have 


Control of Construction of the 


New High School. 


Judge Harris early yesterday morn- 


ing decided a very important suit, that of 
the people, at tho relation of K, Kiggine, 
against W. H. McKenzie, aa treasurer of 
the city o£ Fresno. Though the arnonnt 
involved ia small, tho case has a weighty 
bearing on a matter in which the people 
have taken and still do take a great Su- 
terest, namely, th 
school.

it will be remembered when the bonds 


for the high school building were voted 
in what nn unseemly manner the city 
Triangle put iteelf forward and declared 
its intention to direct tho work and con- 
trol 
the expenditure oi the money 


realized from the Bale of the bonds. Tl:e 
board of education, which waa tho proper 
body to take charge of the matter, was 
ruthleeely relenated tu a back seat. This 
mado Hie people very indignant, hut the 
Triangle, iiot in the least put t/nt, and 
with its usual disregard of others' ri^hti?, 
contimii'd in tho uneven tenor ol ita way. 
It Bouii received ft chuck, however.

A warrant wai given Kigeins on tho 


city treasurer, \V. 11. McKenzie, but

ris decides who should have control of 
tho monoj voted for the building oi the 
new high school, nnd upon the validity 
of the bonds:

passed an ordinance dclarin? tho result 
of the election in favor of the jaauanco of 
tho bonds. Thereafter such proceedings 
were regularly had that the bonda were 
issued and Bold nnd the money placed in 
tlio city treasury, and on tho 26th day of 
July, IS',*;!, euch mile was formally rati- 
fied by ordinance.

The bonds aro then issued and eold by 
the board pf trustees and the money 
placed in the building fund of tho school 
district and 'drawn out aa other school 
moneys are drawn out.' In short under 
the act'of 1S89 everything must bo done 
by the hoard of trustees at tho expense 
and for the 1 enofit of tho city, while un- 
der the act of 18UI everything must bo

implied repeal results from 


10 enactment tha terms and necessary 


~,,~ratioii of which cannot bo harmon- 
ized with the terms aud necrauBdry ef- 
fect of an earlier act. In euch case tho 
later law prevails as the last expression 
of the teyifilativo will; therefore, the for- 
mer law ie'confltrnctively repealed, since 
it cannot bo supposed that the law-uiuk- 
inff power intends to enact or continue 
in force laws which aro contradictions. 
Thu repugnancy being ascertained, the 
later act or provision in dato or position 
has full force, and displaces by repeal 
whatever in the precedent law ia incon- 
sistent with it.' 
Sutherland on Stat. 


Cons. 138. This brinRs us to tho last con- 
tention, to-wit : Conceding that the bonds 
are not valid and wore issued and sold 
vrithout authority of law, Etill, as the 
money for thorn has been received by 
the city treasurer, can ho be heard to 
say that the bonds are invalid and that 
tho money cannot be used? I thiuk the 
question muet 
be 
answered in tho 


affirmative, because if tho bonds are in- 
valid and without authority of law, tho 
money for which they were sold does not 
belong to tho city or school dietrict, and 
it ia wrongfully in the treasury of eaid 
city or district. A suit for tho recovery 
of this money by tho owners thoreol 
could uot be maintained against tho city 
or Its treasurer as such, but it could be 
maintained against the holder thereof in 
his individual capacity. 
Had the city, 


alter leceivlug this money into its treas- 
ury by due and regular ordinance, ap- 
propriated it to some municipal purpose 
it would, porhnps, be liable, but a mere 
deposit of it in tho treasury is not such 
an appropriation. 
Hir/,0 vs. San Fran- 


cisco, 33 Oul. 134. In this last case our 
8upromo court decided that a city is con- 
fined strictly within tho limits of ils 
authority as defined in its charter, that 
it is not liable in on action brought 
against it for money paid into its treas- 
ury under nn in valid ordinance tint! 
which has not been appropriated by tin 
city, but that the acfion must bo apninsl 
tho holder of tho money in his ind— :' — ' 
capacity. 


"Tho defendant, therefore, beiai! per- 


sonally liaMo to the owners of the money 
"•i their dftmHiid fur it, hits tho right to 


rotect himself by refusing to pay it to 


town, and that the legislative branch of 
auen city or town must do all things per- 
taininj; to tho ciwelniction and main- 
tenance of any building or improvement 
under thin act. 
Therefore, if thu bonds 


aro valid and could bo issued /or tho pur- 
pose of constriictiui: a high school build- 
ing, it follows that tho board of educa- 
tion lias no rijrlita in the promises what- 
ever; it nlso follows that tho board of 
trnstoea has tho right, and it is their 
duty, to erect said building and to draw 
upon tho proceeds of tho sale o( tho 
bonds lor ouch purpose. 
But, in my 


judgment, the bonds are invalid, for two 
reasons: First, it was not lawful under 
tho net ol 1881) to issue bonds for the 
purpose of building oohool houses; sec- 
ondly, even if it wero lawful to do so, 
that act, flo far ns it related to tho build- 
in™ of pelio'il hoiiRPB, wffi rftpealnd by 
implication by tho act ol March 31,1891, 
beforo eaid bonda had been voted or tho 
resnlt of the election declared; and at 
tho time of the issuance and sale of tho 
bonds the law, which it was supposed 
authorized their crtjaticn and existence, 
was itself dead. 


"As to the first point: Although the 


statute provides that bonda may bo ia- 
eued for 'any purpose whatever,' by a 
familiar rule for tho interpretation of 
statutes these general words are to bo 
Hmiled to things of tho same kind an de- 
scribed by tho specific words which pre- 
cede them, i'or instance, it would not be 
contended that tho board of trustees un- 
der those general words would have the 
power to build a church, or a hotel, or to 
establish a bank. The words of t.Ue 
statute are; 'Water works, sowers, and 
nil neceesary public improvements, or 
for artv purpose whatever;1 and in sec- 
tion 1: 'Any muuicipaliuiprovcment or 
for any purpose whatever.' 1 take it 
that these general words relate to things 
similar to those enumerated and which 
may be placed in the category of muni- 
cipal improvements. That a high school 
building would nol come within the 
meaning of municipal improvements 
seems obvious from the fact that it is to 
nelong to the school district and to be 
under the control of tho board of educa- 
tion of said dietrict, and tho teriitory 
covered by tho achool district consists in 
part ot territory outside of the city Hm 
its. It thij were not BO, we would bt 
confronted with tha anomaly of the 
city of Fresno issuing bonds and levyinf 
taxes to pay them for the purpose o 
constructing a building to belong to t 
corporation or district lying partly out 
aide of the city's corporate limits. Bchoo 
property belongs to Fresno city Bchoo 
district and not to Fresno city; it is un 
dor the care, control and supervision o 
the board of education, and not of th 
board of trustees. Theeo rules of stntti 
tory construction aro fully borne out b; 
the authorities. See Sutherland on tita 
tutory Construction, fioclion 203 et scq 
Endlich on Interpretation of Statutes 
section 405 et eeq., and numerous au 
thoritiea there cited. 


"In the second place, whatever douh 


may be entertained as to tho conectnes 
of tho first contention, it appears to in 
that there can bo no escape from the ecc 
oml proposition, that at the time th 
bonds were issued tho law by which the 
were supposed to bo authorized had hen 
repealed by the act of 1891, at least a 
far as it conferred any authority to hav 
bonda isEtied for the purpnse of con 
atructioR school buildings. Viewed wit 
reference to tho matter under con aide 
atlon, an examination of the twn ac 
clearly shows that they aro mutually r 
pngnant 
in every material 
partic 


lar. The law of

Jtances to prove that many of the arti- 
cles found in tbe tariff 8Chedule-»re 
clamper now than they were several 
yearn ago. But I hardly think that it 
will bo clhimod that the tariff tax wne 
placed upon wool and raisins and prunes 
that those articles iniyht be made 
cheaper. It is a fact which 1 deeire to 
cito in support of this portion of my ar- 
gument, that wool brought o inucn 
higher price in California when tbe duty 
was a great deal lower than it ifl now. 1 
believe that if wo were able to import 
foreign wools, iuat an wo import foreign 
hides, we would mt only employ more 
hands in woolen manufacturing, but our 
wool growers would obtain more remu- 
nerative pricee. 
An attempt ia made to frighten the 


producer of raisina and oranges, by the 
neaertiou tbat the Democratic party IB in 
favor af admitting tlieae articles free of 
duty. Thia is absolutely untrue, but 
while I believe especially in tbo matter 
of roiaiiiB, tho production of which haB 
increased 60 rapidly that our people will 
be compelled ultimately to seek a foreign 
market, and that therefore the tariff will 
not ultimately bring advantage even to
